Innumerable herds of elk, ante- 
lope and wiid horses people the watery plains 
everywhere. Wild hogs run through the tules 
on Kern Lake. Beavers and turties are met 
in every pond. In fact, animal and vegetable 
life is rank, str and teeming, for a cold wind 
never on — spot to X 4 
growth of anyt 80 warmly is it ter 
in the bosom of the hils—hills, too, teeming: 
with treasure. Its climate is eternal summer. 
To the eye the Tulare Valley seems one dead 
level, but this is not really so. Tbe middle of 
the plain i is its lowest level; to it the waters 
tend, and there make four vast lakes (lagoons ;) 
from these lakes the water finds no exit, but 
in them it lies dead and tasteless, to be drank 
up by the sun and soil. 

I am writing this letter on the border of one 
of these lagoons, in an Indian rancheria. I 
am dissolving in heat, under an awaning of tule 
mat. Ihave been in search of location on 
the other side of the lake. I swamit two 
nights ago, horse in hand, got benighted, and 
slept out in my wet blankets alone in the 
swamp, a prey to mosquitoes. All next day 
I hunted for my place; at last I found an In- 
dian fisherman, capturing grasshoppers for 
bait. I impressed him into my service, and he 
guided me to my wished-for resting place. If 
others feel as I do when lost, undera frying 
gun, desolate, no track, no tree, no landmark; 
they are little to be envied.
